muft we read it with If. Voflius,

Anjw. There are feveral readings upon’t ; the laft ( a 
late Author ) who pretends to be none of the leaft Cri- 
ticks, has ftrangely perverted it, and with all his boaft- 
ed skill has for once broken Prifcians head: His words 
arethela, “I theretore look upon Trifcaria ( he means 
“Tyi{curria ) to be an ancient word fignifying a Novort- 
“ove Buffon; and a litele after in his further expofition 
“he fays, Damasfiopus having fpent a liberal Fortune, 
“tury’d Player, that Lentulus ated the part of a Slave, 
“who was to be Crucified for his Villanies, while the 
“Senator deferv'd in Truth, and Reality, what was 
“only perfonated; nor are the people (as he continues) 
“wholly to be excus’d, who fit tamely and fee the Pa- 
“‘sricii themlelves, che greate{t of the Roman Nobility ; 
“(mark what follows) play the Buffoon notorioutfly 
“ without manifefting their Indignation, @c.” for fo 
he tranflates Spectat Trifcurria Patritiorum, where the poor 
word isturn’d out of its number,and has got the preferment 
of a perfoninitead of that of a thing. The fence of the place 
is, Damufippus had fpent his Eftate,and turn’d Player,whofe 
part was to aét the Apparition of Gatullus. Lentulus 
alfo perfonated the Notorious Robber Lureolus, and 
indeed himfelt deferv’d the real Fate of that Thief, to 
wit, Crucifixion. Nor are the people to be excus‘d, 
who can tamely fir and hear the Abuies of the Patricii, 
(trifcurria, valde {cnrrilitas) who can hear the Fabit 
reprefénted as barefooted Coinedians,and the Mamercé re- 

refentatively cuff'd and kick about; this muft be the mean- 

ing of it by what immediately follows, Quanti fua funera 
vendant ? guid refert ? vendunt Nullo Cogente Nerone ;Nec du- 
bitant Celfi Pratoris vendere Ludis. Do the heads of thefe 
Families, who have bin fo ferviceable to their Coun- 
treys Intereft, deferve no better ? at what avile rate do 
they felltheir Athes? if it muft be fo, Quid refert 2 what 
fignifies icto delerve well? Can fuch things be done 
without a Nero to abett it, and can the honour of the 
greateft perfons be thus fold in Plays ? 

Queft. 2. Whether in St. Pauls Rapture into the third 
Heaven, the Soul renain'd in the Body ? 

An{w. St. Paul cou’d not tell himfelf, and we dare 
not pretend to do it after him. 

Queft. 3. Whether thofe words of a certain Author (the 
school fhall never laugh me out of the odd Opinion of Tertul- 
lian, Certum eft, quiaimpofibile eft) be fenfe, and what 
as the fenfe of thens ? 

Ani», Wecan'c find it inhim ner any other Author, 
theretore we defire to be inform’d of the particular 
place before we an{wer it. 

Queft. 4. Whether the knowledge of Men, or Things be the 
better ? 

An(w. Of Men undoubtedly, and of all Men, ones 
felf; Nofce reipfum, Know thy felf, was a Rule ofa very 
epreat weight ; and if it was put to our Society to find 
out another as great, it fhou‘d be,Aze ipfe, Act thy felf,do 
thy felf what thou advifeft others ; for after all, Know- 
Sedge without practice fignifies very little 

Queft. 6. Whether a Chrijlian Magifftate can Tolerate the 
Fews, fince their Expectation of 4Triumphant Meffias is a di- 
rect Blafphemy againit Felus Christ whom they reject, and 
their Anceftors bad the prefumptuous boldne{s to brag that 
shey Crucified the God of the Chriftians ? 

An(w. A late Author in treating upon this Queftion, 
feemsto Cenfure a jut Toleration of the Magiftrate in 
the beginning of his Anfwer; {thd he recants before he 
has done ) he alfo endeavours to anfwer to thofe Obje- 
ions that are made again{t the Jews Expulfion out of 
all Chriftian Governments: AndthS we are no Fews, 


itl 


yet as we are Men, we will venture for once not only to 
juftifie the Wifdom of the Magiftrate, but alfo take off 
the falfe Calumnies that are caft upon that difperfed 
Nation, we fhall confider ‘em under thefe 2 heads, Ec- 
clefiack and Civil. 

As to the firft, They are our Elder Brethreri, and 
we are but grafted into the common Stock with ’em : 
So that we have little reafon to boaft againft’em, fince 
they bear us, not we them. Their Religion was once 
the only true Religion; and tho’ they were Slaves to 
Types, Shadows Figures, 8¢c. yet they had alfo the fame E« 
ternal Moral Law for their obfervation which they care- 
tully obferve at this day ; ( we {peak as we do of other 
Religions, that this is their practice, we excufe hot any 
reprobate ill perfons of em, no more than we can the 
Vicious of our own Church ) and if they Crucified the 
Head of our Religion, (for he came not in that Pomp and 
Glory that they expected) yet we are the better for it, 
for had he not been Crucified, our Religion had never 
had a Being. 

It has been often objected againft them, that they cele- 
brate their Feaft of Unleavened Bread, fermenting it withthe 
blood of Chriftians ; which is fo exprefs againft the Fun- 
damentals of their Religion, that nothing can be more, 
being both forbidden to kill, and to eat blood, is fo far 
trom the Doétrine of their Expofitors, that they teach 
quitecontrary. Thus Rabbi Mofes of Egypt in Fad a Ra- 
z4ka in his Treatife of Kings, cap. 10. lays, Concerning 
the Nations, the Ancients bave commanded us to vifit their 
fick, and to bury their dead as the dead of Ifrael, and to re- 
lieve and maintain their poor as we do the poor of Ifrael, bee 
caufe of the ways of peace, as it is written, God is good to all; 
and his tender mercies are over all his works, Plal. 145.9. 
How often do we find accounts in Hiftory of their talfe 
imprifooments, and cruel Death? Thus in Vienna inthe 
Metropolis of Aujtria, Frederick being Emperor, there 
were 3 Children mifiing in a great Froft, the Imputati- 
on was ca{t upon the Jews, who were indiéted for mur- 
thering ’em to celebrate their Paflover, and 300 of ‘enti 
were burnt for it, bug when the Thaw came, the 
Boys were found drown’d ina Pond where the Ice had let 
em in. We fhall give one Inftance more, and we've 
done: Among the Portuguefe the Jews were extreamly 
perlecuted, one night the King could not fleep, but rofe 
upand went into a Balcony, where he efpy’d two men 
carrying a Dead Corps, which they caft into a Jews 
Yard, he immediately difpatches a couple of Servants to 
watch em home, which they did; the nexe day there 
was a great Tumult in the City, and the Jews were acé 
cusd of the Murther. The King apprehends the 
Rogues, and fends for fome of, the Rabbies, asking 
em how they tranflated the 4th. ver. of Pfal. 121. they 
aniwerd, Behold be that keepeth Ifrael.will neither flumber 
nor fleep ; No, fays the King, this is the Tranflation, se- 
hold the Lord doth not flumber, neither will he fuffer him that 
keepeth Ifrael to flzep : God who hath a care over you, has taken 
away my fleep, that I might be an eye witnefs tie wicked- 
ne(s which is this day laid to your Charge. There are innu- 
merable fuch Inftances which we have not roéom to in- 
fert here: Asto what this late Author {peaks about their 
curfing Chriftians, agreeable to the precepts of their 
Talmud, ‘tistalfe, and borrow’d out of Sixtis Senenfis, 
in Bib. lib. 2. or others that follow him, viz. “ That e- 
“very Jew thrice a day curfeth all Chriftians, and pray- 
“eth to God to confound ‘em, and.root “em out with 
“‘their Kings and Princes; when the very words are 
“‘thefe, La Mumarim, 8c. For Apoftates let there be no 
“ hope: Let all Heriticks be deftroy’d, and all thine Ene- 
‘© mies, and all chat hate thee let them perifh ; and thou 
“t fhale root out the Kingdom of Pride forthwith, weak- 
“en and put it out, and in ourdays : ‘Tis plaim to any 
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éné who knows the Talmud, that ft means only the Jews 
which apoftatiz’d tothe Sadduces, Epicurians, and Gen- 
tiles, (fee Moles of Egypt upon thé place) and it can’t 
mean Chriffiah Kings, for <trhat time there was none : 
Now as to what eoncerns Religion, we Chriftians have 
this Rule, That the Tares and Wheat fball grow together till 
te Harve: we have no order to treat thofe ill that are 
not of our Faith ; and ifin any Civil Account the dil- 
orderly amongft the Jews, offend (as no People in the 
World is free from fuch Members ) the Laws which they 
live under, and by which they are maintain’d in_ their 
Rights and Liberties, will alfo take Cognizance of their 
breaches of it. 

‘fo the fecond part, Their Civil concern is not at all 
difsdvantageous toa Commonwealth, but the contrary ; 
‘tis faid indeed, They enzrofs the whole Negotiation tothe 
great Damage of the Natural Inhabitants: But this is refu- 
ted, fince ‘tis out of their power to make fitch an En- 
grofsment, they both Import and Export to the Good 
of the Nation, by bringing in fuch things as we need, 
and taking off our hands what we have too much of. 
Nor istheir Cuftom to the Kings Revenue inconfidera- 
ble, and their Religion obliges ’em from Cheating and 
deceiving in it, and ifany does, (as fome pofibly will) the 
Law isopen. As for the bufinefs of Clipping of Money, 
upon what Grounds it has bin fiyppofed, and how they 
have been treated, let their Enemies judge by 7 Edv. 1. 
N.7. de fine recipiendo a Fudis, where the King is brought 
in writing tohis Judgesin Latin in thefe words, Rex di- 
leftis @ Fidelibus fuis Stephano.de Pentecefter, 8c. ‘Tistoo 
long to tranflate this, or indeed to ftay any longer upon 
this Subjeét, onlythus much we think our felves oblig’d 
to fay, nor can any Chriftian accule us, fince we all 
Owe ‘ema greater debt, to wit, our Prayers that God 
woud call home bis ancient People the fews, 8c. 

Queft. 6. I defire 10 know how V the Confonant was pro- 
nounced by the Old Romans ? 

An(w. Vand ¥ are often wrote for one another ; thus 
Caffiodorus, Tacitus, 8c. write Sumbola Ludia Musica, &c. 
Wiiereas ‘tis now wrote, Symbola Lydia Myftica: And in- 
deed the firft as it was the ancienteft, fo it is the beft, 
fince Y is a Letter that may eafily be fpar'd. And as 
Cornutys in his Annotations upor the old Books of Caffio- 
dorus, fays thus, Suriam, Suraculas, Sumbola, Sucophantas, 

xc. in nofris corrumpi non debent ; thatis,the Y ought not 
to be writ, but V, the Romans had noW, but usd their 
V always inftead of it, as Va/to,to Wafte, Vinum, Wine. 
Thus the French, the Germans, and indeed moft Nations 
of Europe ( except our felves) have no fuch Letrer as 
W, bata V.only, which they all pronounce as we do. 
We might add the Opinion of Foffins, Verricus, Flaccus, 
and Danfquin upon the V, but we believe there's no tar- 
ther occafion for it.

@c. andthenthey bring an inftance of ‘a paflage out of 
Du-pin, which they tranflated word for word. A 
new way of throwing a long Differtation into a lit- 
tle room! but what is yet more ridiculous, becaufe 
we {aid they {poke like Atheifts, to fay 0b was full ot 
feign’d Circumftances, which was approv’d of by Fere- 
mith and St. fames; and own'd by the laft to be of Di-. 
vine Infpiration, therefore they add Dupin was a learn'd 
Man, and all our Malice and Ignorance can’t prove Dy- 
pins Opinion to be derogatory to the holy Scriptures ; 
but we leave the World to judge whether’ ’tis not plain 
to every difinterefted perfon, that our Affertion is juft, 
and built neither upon Malice nor Ignorance, but upoa 
truth it felf, ‘and if fo, they themfelves are fallen into 
the Trap whichthey now pretend they laid for us. And 
now after allas to Plagiarifm in General, we never con 
demn'd them for ufing Authors, for without it Learning 
can't be improv’d, but for a dogmnatical delivery of ’em 
as their own, and for accufing us firft, when at the fame 
time they were fo grofly guilty themfelves, which was 
bafely difingenuous.

Wilkins, and Mr. Ray, have already pub- 
lifbed ; and whether the 501, per"An. might not have bin as 
well fpent in diftnibuting thofe Books gratis, as eftablifbing 

thofe Anti-Atheiftical Lefures ? 

An{w. We meet with no Body (buta Lacedemonian A- 
theift) that cou’d have the Confidence to cenfure fo good, 
fo great, fopiousan Aét, of perhaps one of the wileft 
Teftators fiance Solomon, wiler much by far than their 
great Patron Hobbs, whole greate{t Atcainments at his 
Death could neither fatistie nor refolve that leap in the 
dark. This was neither like a Philolopher nor a Chrifti- 
an, we mean not like Mr. Boyle, who underwent the 
€bsnze as familiarly as a Natural Experiment : No doube 
but this great Mans Friends will be able to find out fuch 
Perfons as can manage the Subjeét of Atheilin to its dil- 
intereft, and whathas bin already perform’d has not bin 
fo mean as to be baffled by a look tot, or a Fudas’s cenlure, 
it had bin better to have bingiven tothe Poor, as may be teen 
in a late Pamphlet we hinted at above ; but’tis the hard 
tate of fuchFools,to take a cenfure or banter forargument, 
and when they are moft ferious, and wou'd prove in ear- 
neft, they can bring nothing but what ( with a little al- 

eration ) isas conclufive againft the exiftence of their 
own Soul, as of the Chriftian Religion.
